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-Prison Chaplain Gives Lecture 


Rev. Fr. M. A. Murphy, chaplain of the 
Charlestown State Prison, gave a most in- 
teresting illustrated lecture in the K. of C. 
hall last Friday evening, before a large 
audience, on “Life Behind the Prison Walls.” 

Fr. Murphy, who has been connected with 
the prison for thirteen years, is a fluent 
speaker and held the attention of his audience 
for more than two hours with a story delight- 
fully told. More than fifty slides showed the 
grounds, corridors, cells, workshops and the 

chapel. 

Charlestown State Prison is one of the 
oldest in the United States. At the present 
time there are more than 650 prisoners, 
among whom 126 are serving time for life. 

The percentage of men released from 
Charlestown who have made good and turned 
over a new leaf, is very high. A record kept 
for the last thirty years shows that eighty-four 
percent have succeeded in becoming useful 
members of society, while fourteen per cent 
have gone out and again violated the law. 

Speaking of the problem of finding employ- 
ment for prisons, F'r. Murphy said in part: 

“One of the hardest problems to be solved 
by penal institutions is to find employment 
for the inmates. employment which increases 
the prisoner’s interest and gives him valuable 
training. Without labor, reformation or even 
ordinary discipline is impossible. It may be 
accepted as a general principle that a society 
of Lnpaget in idleness is a societ: ‘< 
creasing depravity. . Consequen y 
should be kept employed at.some tied and 
productive work and to stimulate industry 
and to furnish an inceritive ,wages should be 
paid them, this compensation to be deter- 
mined by their production and efficiency. 
Far from opposing, as is generally supposed, 
organized labor favors the establishment of 
wages for the prisoners. President Samuel

Gompers, speaking on Prison Reform, has 
said: ‘ Prleckee shila be required to work— 
not for the private profits of contractors, not 
even for the financial profit of the state, but 
for their reformation and for the benefit of 
their dependents and society.’ 

“At Charlestown we have a variety of 
industries, such as brush-making, carpentry, 
a machine shop, shoe-making, tailoring, 
mattress and bed-making, upholstering,, 
underwear manufacturing for other state, 
country and city institutions, and the maki 
of aluminum utensils of every description ani 
of auto number plates for Massachusetts, an 
industry that has grown by leaps and bounds 
during the past few years. men enjoy 
good sanitary conditions in the work skops 
and no man is overworked. 

“Intimately connected with the compensa- 
tion of prisoners is the adoption of some 
system, whereby they shall be protected 
against the loss of life or limb while employed 
in the prison. The law violator merits pun- 
ishment and the state has a right to confine 
him for a term of years, but no right to injure 
or- maim him for life by placing him in danger- 
ous occupations, which result occasionally in 
the loss of limb, thus disabling and handi- 
capping him not only during sentence, but 
capping him not only during sentence, but 
more severely after sentence. The state has 
its rights, it also has its duties to discharge 
and one of the most solemn duties is to returp 
the prisoner to society at the expiration of his 
sentence, at least as well fit physically for the 
battle of life as he was the day he entered the 
institution to pay the debt im upon him 
by the courts. The free worker outside the 
walls enjoys the benefits of the Workingmen’s 
Compensation Law, and may appeal to the 
Industrial Accident Board for compensation 
when through no fault of his own, injury 
befalls him. The state obliges the employer of 
labor to insure his workmen against the loss 
of life or limb. Why should not the state do 
at least as much for its wards? The com- 
pensating and insuring of prisoners is a very 
important phase of the prison problem.” 

ot Murphy told of the hours of recreation, 
and made his account more interesting by 
telling stories of the prisoners, some pathetic 
and others humorous. His talk all through, 
although showing the necessity of corrective 
measures for criminals, was in a most optimis- 
tic vein.

A man who is able to pay to have his 
garbage collected also speaks in behalf of the 

fortunate: 

“T find several cases where families could 

not stand the cost of service at twenty-five 
cents per week, especially in this period of 
depression.” 
* Most of the 134 persons who are not inter- 
ested in the plan which the selectmen are 
attempting to work out, present plausible 
reasons for not needing the help of the town in 
caring for their garbage. Very few persons in 
Shawsheen desire the: service as the Ameri- 
can Woolen company collects the garbage of 
its tenants. The backyard hen is a valuable 
scavenger and some persons understand the 
value of garbage as a fertilizer. At least 
three persons are so fortunate as to be able to 
reply “Yes, we have no garbage,” and others 
have satisfactory garbage collectors. 

Some of the replies were as follows: 

“We take care of it ourselves.” 

‘ “My garbage has always been collected 
ree. 
“My garbage is picked up every other day 
and is no trouble as far as I’m concerned.” 

“T use all my ashes and I make compost 
out of garbage for the present.” 

_ “We have but two in the family and but 
little garbage. In the winter we burn it in 
the furnace, and in the summer give it to our 
neighbor’s hend.” 

“We use our garbage on the land for 
fertilizer.” 

“Think the proposed plan admirable. 
Personally, the amount of my garbage is 
very small, and mostly taken care of by 
chickens.” 

“At present am not interested as I am to 
have apartments in the Caronel court apart- 
ments and the garbage will be incinerated.” 

“Have taken care of it for eleven years. I 
certainly object to paying for it now.”

“What garbage I have, will be given to the 
present collector and I am op toa $13.00 
a year tax.” 


“So long as the American Woolen cornpany 
takes care of garbage under the present 
arrangement, am op} to anything that 
adds to the already high cost of living.” 

“We feed the hens what they will eat. 
Other succulent garbage wé bury to serve as 
fertilizer. Waste paper we burn.” 

Finding a postcard at hand already ad- 
dressed to Fg Board of Selectmen, tax- 

yers have seized the opportunity to un- 
Ceoten their minds on various and sundry 
subjects. For instance: 

“And also to have the selectmen of the 
Town of Andover do something to check the 
flow of water from Abbott’s field across 
Upland road and over my land, except to 
fil in the washed-out places with loose dirt 
after each storm. ” 

“T take care of my own garbage, but would 
like to have my cesspool taken care of.” 

“Would be interested in having ashes 
removed.” 

“We have competition at present in 
collection, but we are deeply concerned over 
the danger of fire from trash piles on adja- 
cent property owned by one of the fire en- 
gineers. The fire chief will take no action 
and we appeal to the Selectmen.” 

uy bh 4 you would do something about the 
dump below us.” (Pearson street.) : 

Among the forty-four persons who wish 
their garbage collected but do not wish to 
pay for it, there are those who do not hesitate 
to express themselves emphatically, and 
many seem to have a very vague idea of the 
source of public funds. 

“Our rent is too. high at present. Why 
saddle us with more? Get our rent reduced.” 

“The taxes of the people are high enough 
to have the garbage collected free.” 

“T think $13.00 per year is rather exces- 
sive and that $2.50 or $3.00 is sufficient to 
cover expenses.”’ : 

“The City of Melrose where I lived for 
twenty-five years has never made any such 
charge and Andover ought to be able to do 
the same. What are taxes for?” te 

“Should be a Board of Health proposition, 
as I understand most towns find it the case 
that there are persons willing to pay for the 
privilege of collecting the offal.” 

“T think twenty-five cents a week un- 
necessarily high.”’ 

“Garbage should be collected free of 
charge.” 

“Am willing to be assessed this amount of 
twenty-five cents, but think the town should 
pay for the service, not the taxpayers.” 

“Why not use the $2000 and collect the 
swill in the center of the town?” 

“An obligation which should be assumed 
by the town (not individuals) for the general 
health and welfare of its citizens.” 

“The-cost should be included in the tax 
levy and handled by the Board of Health at 
very little cost to the taxpayer.” 

“Thirteen dollars a year is too high a 
price unless it also includes removal of 
ashes.” 

“T am not willing to pay for a satisfactory 
service I am now receiving gratis when 
this service unsolicited, works for the benefit 
of the collector and myself. 

“Not being yet a citizen of the United 
States I am not a voter.” 

“Never knew of anybody having to pay 
for the privilege of giving something away.” 

“T would like it taken away in the summer. 
I think the charge is too much.” 

“T am willing to pay a reasonable price, 
but twenty-five cents a week is too much 
I think. I can’t afford it.”

Prevention is the keynote in the care of the 
teeth, according to Dr. Sullivan of the 
Forsyth Dental infirmary, who was the 
speaker of the afternoon. ‘It is most import- 
ant to care for the teeth of children, and if 
every dentist should give up his adult 

tients, there would not be dentists enough 
in the country to give the children’s teeth 
the care of which they are in need. At the 
present time, there are 12,000,000 “dental 
a5 geal in the United States. Diseased 
teeth are the contributing factor in cases of 
malnutrition, tuberculosis and even insan- 
ity. Many patients in insane hospitals have 
been relieved by attention to physical ills, 
thirty-five percent of such cases being dis- 
orders of the mouth. 

Dr. Sullivan was at one time in charge of 
the work among the 12,000 children of 
Nassau County, New York, where a special 
work has been carried on through the eTorts 
of the Roosevelt family. The death of our 
former President is said to have been due to 
the condition of his teeth and if his teeth 
had had such care and such wise attention as 
is now ible, it is believed that his un- 
timely death. might: have been averted.

Explaining Mississippi’s Flow. 

Motion “up” or “down” properly de- 
fined, refers to movements against the 
attraction of gravity or to those act- 
ing with it. Water acted upon by 
gravity alone always flows down hill 
and the Mississippi river, which rises 
at a point about 1,500 feet above the 
level of the sea, Is not an exception 
to the rule. The statement that the 
Mississippi flows up hill is based on 
the idea that “up” is always from the 
center of the earth and “down” to 
ward it, If these were the only mean- 
ings of the words then it might be 
said that the Mississippi river flows 
up hill, for the polar radius of the 
earth is over twelve miles shorter than 
the equatorial radius and as the Mis- 
sissippi river extends over 18 degrees 
of latitude, its proper proportion of 
this difference amounts to more than 
four miles, the river’s source being 
that much nearer the center of the 
earth than its mouth.

custom of towns following the railroad, and 
moved away from the railroad to the new 
concrete highway that runs east out of Paris. 

This town, on the Texas and Pacific 
Railroad, saw only four trains a day passing 
through it, while a half mile away a steady 
stream of traffic passes over the concrete 
highway. So the town packed up all of its 
three business houses al moved over. Only 
a swimming pool was left. 

ere is no real reason why every town 
shouldn’t have a good highway running to, 
through, and away from it. What other 
towns are doing to improve their roads, all 
towns may do. 

The good highway means today.as much to 
any town as the railroad did ten, twenty, 
fifty years ago. It means quick transporta- 
tion, increased markets, better business, finer 
schools, more comforts. All this being so— 
and it is not disputed—why should not the 
nation help, not by helping build seven per 
cent of the mileage existing, as under Federal 
aid, but by a comprehensive building pro- 
gram, which will gridiron this nation, north 
and south, east and west, by a system of 
national highways which will give every town 
the transportation it needs? True, not every 
town in the Union could be reached on, let 
us say, a two hundred and fifty thousand 
mile trunk line system, but every town would 
be so.close to one or another link of such a 
system as to make the connection so inex- 


pensive that no town could afford not to 
make it! 


WHERE THE HIGHWAY MONEY 
COMES FROM 


This nation builds roads at the rate of 
a billion dollars a year. The total highway 
mileage in the United States is 2,941,294, of 
which only some 430,000 miles ‘have been 
improved, 

Money for road building, according to the 
Bureau of Public Roads, is raised as follows: 
Bonds, 38.1 per cent; general property taxes, 
36.2 per cent; motor vehicle fees, including 
gasoline taxes, 10.6 per cent; Federal aid, 
6.9 per cent; all other sources, 8.2 per cent. 

_ Bonds issued by counties, townships, and 
districts, and many issued by States, are paid 
by general property taxes, whichsthus pay a 
very large proportion of the total. It is esti- 
mated that real estate pays from 55 per cent 
to 70 per cent of the total annual highway 
revenue. 

Such figures are a powerful argument for 
the creation of a National Highway Com- 
mission and the building and maintenance of 
national highways by the Nation. If general 
taxes at present contribute more than two- 
thirds to road building, obviously if the entire 
job of ‘trunk-line development were taken 
over.by the Nation, two-thirds of the pro- 
posed expense would be discounted! 

What the Nation built, the State, county, 
township, and district would not have to 
build. 

Spending a billion a year for roads, the 
Nation does not get a billion dollars’ worth 
of roads. If the Government spent that 
billion, according to a unified, comprehensive 
centrally controlled plan, the Nation would 
get value received, and at no more or but a 
slightly increased cost than accompanies our 
present wasteful, because too decentralized, 
plans.

Wheels and Roads Gradually Improved 
from Cave-Man. Days 


_ Lost in the mists which shroud the be- 
ginnings of history is the first man. Wanting 
to get a log from one place to another, he 
rolled it instead of carrying it. In one year 
or many thousands, early man conceived the 
idea of smoothing the path over which:he 
rolled his logs. The first stone removed from 
the hillside down which a log was to be 
rolled, the first hole in the ground filled up 
that the log might not stick, marked the 
beginning of road-building 

In the course of time it occurred to some 
man that the smaller the log the easier it 
rolled. From this beginning the log sections 
which were the first wheels, were born; in 
India today can be seen bullock carts, the 
wheels of which are flat sections, cuts from 
logs. Mounting these “wheels” on an 
“axle”, which was a smaller tree, was a true 
invention, but the making and use of the 
first wheel must have been pure discovery. 

Road building, too, was discovery, rather 
than invention. Early man must soon have 
found out that heavy loads sink into soft 
earth, and rather than wait for the mud to 
dry, was led to harden the roadbed by the 
first means at hand. Whether this was ac- 
complished by the placing of flat rocks in the 
path of the first carts, or covering the mud 
with boughs, grass, branches of trees (pro- 
genitors of corduroy roads), history does not 
say. The Romans showed the world what 
cut stone in courses could do towards making 
permanent roads (the Appian Way is still a 
useable stone road) and McAdam taught us 
what crushed stone may do, but these were 
but improvements upon the original | dis- 
covery. 

It is a long stretch of years from a log 
section to balloon tires, from a ~covered 
path to a modern cement, brick, macadam- 
ized, oiled or tarred roadbed, but while these 
modern implements are the very best we 
know and product of the brains of many 


inventors, the original means of transporta- 
tion ved were not inventions, but 
discoveries of means which nature had placed 
ready for man’s use. 


HUMORIST WRITES ROAD SIGNS 
BETTER THAN HE KNOWS

Hard Road Sense in Fun for the Press 
“Bugs” Baer, a well-known newspaper 
humorist, has written and published a series 
of “road signs”, probably merely intended 
to entertain. But many of them might be 
erected with benefit to the safety of traffic. 

“Don’t run up your mileage with skids,” 
contains a lot ot real caution in tabloid 
form. “Don’t do your thinking with your 
brakes,” will strike a responsive chord in 
every man who has had near-nervous pros- 
tration at the sight of the reckless driver 
stopping inahurry. ‘There are three grades 
of eggs, but only one of crossing and 
that’s dangerous,” ought to be pasted at the 
hat of all thos: who try to ‘beat the train” 
across its right of way. 

“The glass in your windshield is the same 
stuff they put in hospita windows. Which 
will you look through?” is a very pertinent 
query, and “Fifteen miles an hour may be a 
chill but fifty is fever,” is not too medical to 
be understood. 


To towns troubled with too much speeding 
by tourists, Mr. Baer suggests “Speed limit 
in this town fifteen miles an hour. One day 
for every mile over that!” or “We have 
seven hotels and one jail, take your pick!” 

“Don’t try to scare locomotives with 
your horn.” “The minute you save may be 
your last one.” ‘You wouldn’t travel on a 
freight train, so don’t try to travel under 
one,” are all good to remember. 

Mr. Baer intended to be funny, and 
succeeded; he may not have intended to be 
serious; but many can take his cleverness 
seriously with benefit to themselves and the 
general public. 

In other words (Mr. Baer once more), 
“ Accident insurance is a good thing to have 
without the accident.”

CULTURE SPREAD BY WARS 


French Soldiers Brought Artistic 
Treasures and Ideas From Their 
Campaigns in Italy. 

“At the recent silk show in New 
York, which was seen by 200,000 peo- 
ple, the silk manufacturers of Ameri- 
ca laid their products before the Amer- 
{ean public,” said Horace B. Cheney, 
the noted designer, “just as many 
years ago artists brought their finest 
work to kings. 

“At the order of Francis I, great- 
est of the Valois, Benvenuto Cellini 
was summoned to the court of. Paris, 
there to produce the miracles of his 
art which were astonishing Italy. 
Writes Cellini, ‘We found the king’s 
court at Fountainbleau. I went to his 
majesty with a basin and jug which 
I had made, and when I had come into 
his presence I kissed his knee, and he 
gave me the most gracious reception.’ 

“The name of Francis I is asso- 
elated with the culminating moment 
of the Renaissance. The wars of 
Charles VIII and Louis XII, though 
they dealt a death blow to Italy, 
brought new artistic life to France. 
French warriors returned from Italy 
with. the wonders of southern Europe 
on their lips and her treasures in thelr 
hands. So that at the time of Cellini's 
arrival in France in September, 1540, 
French palaces had become fitting 
shrines for the works of such a mas 
ter, as well as for the sumptuous fur 
nishings that formed part of the loot 
obtained in the Italian wars. 

“The American soldiers of the Twen- 
tleth century, in turn, have lived for a 
brief time in the atmosphere of French 
art. Is it not natural that they, too, 
should acquire a discrimination which 
will influence all with whom they come 
in contact and thus spread an appre 
ciation of that ‘touch of French genilis’ 
which marks so mary of our exquisite 
ailken fabrics?”

Blazing a New Trail in Andover 


Congratulations are due our selectmen for 
their attempt to dispose of the garbage 
question, Their attempt marks a new de- 
parture in the method of meeting public 
desires. Heretofore the cost for every such 
public benefit has been charged against the 
real estate owners who already pay 85 per 
cent of the town’s budget. In this case, 
however, an eee is made directly to the 
pocketbook of the actual beneficiaries. The 
selectmen say in substance — Do you want 
your garbage removed and if you do are you 
willing to pay the cost? Surely the citizens 
of Andover are entitled to what they are able 
and willing to pay for. . No one will object 
to this. But the naked fact is that the major 
part of those who clamor for such luxuries are 
unwilling to pay for them. I should not be 
violently shocked to learn that most of the 
voters who will refuse to pay 25 cents a week 
for the removal of their pie Be are found to 
be those who shout the loudest for these 
benefits when the cost is to be borne by the 
“other feller”. This direct appeal to the 
pocketbook of the beneficiaries by our select- 
men will call the bluff of such persons. It 
will disclose the shallowness of their pre- 
tended solicitude for ‘‘town improvements”. 
It will test the genuineness of much of the 
soft-hearted sentiment freely let loose in our 
recent town meeting and at the same time 
show clearly to what extent such yearly ap- 
peals are determined chiefly by self-regarding 
motives. 

Town necessities shipuld, of course, be paid 
for by a general tax levy but not so town 
luxuries. These should be paid for only by 
those who demand them. But so long as 
private luxuries can be secured at public 
expense, just so long will a demand for them 
crowd the pages of our town warrant year by 
year, and just so long will loquacious men be
